Corporation Declares It Impos- 
sible to Give Everyone a 
Seat at Rush-Hours. 


Having rejected the protest of the 
United Railways Co. against an inves- 
tigation of the service and the com- 
pany'’s affairs, the City Council and 
House of Delegates are proceeding with 
the appointment of a committee to make 
the Investigation and ascertain whether 
the elty has grounds for a forfeiture of 
the company’s franchises, and also to 
report whether a subway is a neces- 
sity. 

The United Railways’ protest was 
written on the stationery of Boyle & 
Priest, attorneys for the company. It 
Was signed by all the directors and re- 
plies to the three complaints «et out 
in the resolution calling for an investi- 
gation. It denies that dead tracks are 
illegally in the stfeets, contends that 
the mill tax question has not been set- 
tled and in regard to the imsufficient 
service, states that no person of com- 
mon sense expects the street railway 
company to furnish enough cars to «ive 
every one a. seat during rush hours. 

House Men Selected. 

The House of Delegates has already 
selected the men by whom it will be 
represented in the inquiry. They are 
Chairman Russe]l. and Delegate 
Mischel of the Rallroads Committee 
and. . Delegcte Holliday. Delegate 
Jacobs declined to accept 
ment. 

As the, 
Counciiman Schnejderhahn probably 
will be chairman of the committee. 
While acting president of the Council 
next Tuesday, in the absence of Pres- 
ident Gundlach, Mr. Schneiderhahn 
will be in a rather delicate situation 
because on him will devolve the duty 
of choosing the Council’s representa- 
tives. He may have to name himself. 

The voting trust which for three years 
has kept the $24,000,000 common stock of 
the United Railways Co. tied up so 
that the actual holders of the stock 
had no individual voice in the manage- 
ment of the company will expire Mon- 
day... 

Under the terms of this trust all of 
the common stock was in a pool in 
such a way that it could be voted in 
a block by the North American Co. 

With the expiration of the voting 
trust the St. Louis holders of about 
$8,000,000 of the common stock will 
again‘ have an opportunity to vote on 
questions affecting the company’s man- 
agement.

A suit against the Terminal Railroad 
Association was filed Saturday, involv- 
ing nearly $2,000,000, by a stockholder 
in the old Merthants’ Bridge Terminal 
Railway Co., which the Terminal mo- 
nopoly absorbed. 

Stockholders allege that half the net 
earnings of the company were to have 
been paid to them after the Terminal 
had accumulated a reserve fund of $500,- 
000, and that no ‘payments have been 
made. 

The suit was filed by John A. Wittig 
of Illinois, who held 127 shares of the 
Merchants’ Bridge stock, but Eugene 
H. Angert, his lawyer, said he repre- 
sented also the holders of the other 
shares, amounting to 17,116. It had been 
considered best, Angert said, to enter 
the suit in the name of only one stock- 
holder. 

Net Earnings $3,953,503. 

The reserve fund of $502,000 has bean 
accumulated by the ~Terminal, and 
since then the net earnings have 
umounted to $3,953,503, the petition says. 
The suit is for half of this—$1,976,751.00. 
The net earnings for three years are 
stated as follows: 


These are for the fiscal year, — 
ends Juno 1. 
The date when the reserve fund was 
in hand is stated as June 30, 1905. 
Disagreement as to Figures. 
Angert said that the reason for the 
Terminal’s failure to account lay in a 
disagreement as to the figures. The 
petition asks for an accounting of the 
Terminal's earnings and expenses. 
The deal by. which the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. was taken over by the Ter- 
minal was consummated Aug. 17, 1893, 


representing the Merchants’ stockhold- 
ers. The Terminal bought outright 13,- 
600 shares of the stock and agreed in 
writing, according to the petition, to 
pay over half its net earnings to the 
other shareholders after the reserve 
was accumulated.

“Appesrently the 





NEW LONG-NOSE 
ROBBER SUSPECT 
HAS LONG NOSE 


Uncle of First Man Arrested Is 
Identified by Grocer as 
the Thief. 


WOMAN TELLS POLICE 


Rooming House Proprietor 
Happened to Remember Fre- 
quent Visitor to Meigs. 


A second man was arrested and iden- 
tifed as the “long-nosed robber” Sat- 
urday. His nose is Jong, 

He is Elmer Dreon of 3414 Rutger 
street, <nd is an uncle of Homer Meigs, 
identifed by merchants as the “long- 
nosed robber,”’ who intimidated them 
with a revolver and robbed their cash 
registers. 

A. L. Fallon, @ grocer at 3201 Morgan 
street, who said he could not identify 
Meigs as the man who tried to rob him 
in his store last Tuesday night, was 
taken to the Dayton Street Station Sat- 
urday. 

Dreon was led from the cellroom, and 
when Fallon saw him he exclaimed, 
‘That is the man,” 

Nose Lounger Than Nephew’s 

Dreon is 27 years old, the same age 


as his nenhew, Me'zs. Dreon is taller 
and his nose the longer. 

The information on which Dreon was 
arrested was furnished by Mrs. Maggie 
Wing, proprietor of the rooming house 
at 2007 Olive street, where Meigs was 
arrested last Wednesday. 

She told Special Policemen Hunt and 
Malone that Meigs had an uncie who 
looked just like him, except that his 
nose was longer. This man, she said, 
wag named Dreon. She gave the police- 
men his address. 

At the Rutger street rooming house, 
where Dreon lives, Mrs. Mollie Norman 
tpld the police that Dreon was a

Nedes went to the Dayton Street Sta- 
tion Saturday and saw Dreon, but failed 
to identify him as the long-nosed rebber.

The police say they have informa- 
tion that Dreon and Meigs were 
“chums,” and they will endeavor to 
show that both were connected with 
the. robberies.

- DICKINSON’S SCHEME 


ON BOARD STEAMER ALTON, 
BATON ROUGE, La., Oct. 30. 
OVERNMENT ownership of 
6 waterway transportation on 
the Mississippi River was sug- 
gested by Secretary of War Dick- 
inson at the luncheon on the Alton, 
Secretary Dickinson said it might 
be advisable for the Government 
to try this experimentally, to regu- 

late freight rates. 

‘There will be no political prob- 
lem in government ownership of 
waterway transportation, as there 


of railroads,’ said Dickinson. 

“The Govérnment now owns the 
river. Few employes would be re- 
quired for the operation of the boat 
line. Politics could not, therefore, 
become important. 

“In the solution of this great 
Mississippi problem, the “Govern- 
ment may consider this experi- 
ment. I think it. would be worth 
‘while. 

“When the American peopic 
make up their minds to solve the 
Mississippi River problem, they

A BUCKETSHOP 


Krum Declares Chicago Con- 
cern Has No Right to Ask 
Relief of the Law. 


The Chicago Board of Trade was de- 
nounced in the United States Circuit 
Court Saturday as ‘“‘one ofthe most 
successful bucket shops in the -coun- 
try” by Chester H. Krum, attorney 
for the Merchants’ Stock and Grain Co. 
of St. Louis, against which the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade sought an injunc- 
tion to prevent the use of its quota- 
tions on the ground that the Merchants’ 
company was a bucket shop. 

Judge Dyer took under advisement the 
application for a temporary injunction 
against the Merchants’ Stock and Grain 
Co., and in a similar case against the 
Price Commission Co., he “appointed 
Robert M. Fulton special master to take 
testimony covering a portion of the 
complainant’s allegations. 

Henry 8. Robbins of Chicago, attorney 
for the Chicago Board of Trade, askea 
Judge Dyer to grant an injunction 
against the Merchants’ Stock and 


Grain Co., contending that the Mer- 
chants company operated a bucket-shop 
and stole the quotations of his client 
and sent such quotations to about four 
hundred bucket shops throughout the 
United States. Mr. Robbins said the 
use of the quotations by bucket shops 
injured the reputation of the Chicago 
Poard of Trade. 

“The Chicago Board of Trade is one ef 
the most successful bucket shops in tne 
country,”’ sald Judge Crum. “Statistics 
Which have been compiled show that at 
least 94 per cent of its aaainenp is 
gambling. 

“It comes Into court and claims a com. 
plete ownership of its quotations, which 
are used for gambling purposes and in 
violation of the law. It seeks to use 
the force of the law, which it violates, 
to protect it in pursuing its unlawfy) 
business,”’

Tibaldos’ force of rebels that started 
out so gloriously tp overthrow the 


Greek nation has surrendered. The re- 
volt is in utter collapse today and 


Greece, it is expected, will once more 
go on the even tenor of its way until 
some other ambitious leader starts Q 
new revolution. 

All the vessels, submarines and tor- 
pedo boats which the rebels had, with 
the exception of tha Velos, on which 
Tibaldos has taken refuge, have sur- 
rendered. 

The rebels had taken refuge “on the 
Island of Salamis, where is located the 
arsenal, and they supposed that they 
controlled all the ammunition, thereby 
rendering the — of theOreek 
navy useless. 

But the army came to the rescue of 
the flavy and yesterday there was a bat- 
tle between the rebels and the army 
that lasted 20 minutes. The rebels saw 
that the fight = useless and gave 
it up. 

Then Tibaldo — his escape on the 
Velos and the rest surrendered. 

The rebels were backed by the Mili- 
tary League at first, 

Tibaldos Lends 300 Men. 

It was from this party that Lieut. 
Nibaldos demanded that he be made 
Minister of the Marine, and when this 
Office was not pledged him he led his 
iollowers in the open revolt, which now 
nas assumed much the situation as 
confronted Russia when the crew of 
the hattleship Knfag Potemkine mu- 
tinled and for several days sailed the 
Black Sea in defiance of the govern- 
inent, The chief differencesis that 
Greece is not sure of support in oppos- 
ing the rebels. Lieut. Tibaldos was 
leader of the revolt last August. 

The engagement in which the arsenal 
was recaptured was a lively heavy gun 
duel for 20 minutes and several shells 
from the boats struck the arsenal build- 
ings and four soldiers were wounded 
Unly one shell from the coast batteries 
struck the torpede boat, but that boat 
was disabled for fighting duty, ap- 
parently. The loss to the force of 800 
men og the boats is not known. All 
of the boats retired under fire to protec- 
tion of the headlands and then escaped 
before reinforcements could be gathered.

A suggestion that the Lacledé Gag Co. 
must furnish gas cheaper is the reply 
of the Public Improvements Committee 
of the House of Delegates to the gas 
company’s offer of its mains in St. Louls 
to any company which would bring nat- 
ural gas to St. Louis. The report was 
submitted by Chairman Hildebrandt Fri- 
day night. 

In its offer the company said that its 
mains could. be had at a reasonable 
rental. The House of Delegates com- 
mittee declares the proposition is so 
vague and uncertain in its terms as not 
to warrant any further reply at this 
time than the acknowledgment of the 
company’s communication on the sub- 
ject and a statement that the House 
of Delegates will be willing to consider 
any definite proposition that may be 
made by any responsible person for the 
solution of the prevailing price of gas 
in this city, 

The gist of the resolution is in the 
following paragraph: 

Your committee is further of the 
opinion that the communication is so 
vague and uncertain in its terms as 
not to warrant any further reply 
from the House of Delegates at this 
time than an acknowledgment of its 
receipt and a statement that the 
House of Delegates will be) willing to 
consider any definite proposition that 
may be made vy any responsible per- 
son for the solution of the gas sit- 
uation in this city, provided such 
Proposition is made sufficiently early 
to permit the consideration in con- 
nection with the solution of the in- 
stallation of natural gas within as 
early a period as possible. and a fur- 
ther statement that the House of 
Delegates is of the op-nion that the 
prevailing prices of gas in the city 
of St. Louis are exorbitant, and that 
something must be done th the near 
future to provide for cheaper gas.

Louis and sho:la be informed 
fof the advantages offered by the city in ij 
tion, cheap land, cheap coal and railroad facili- 
ties. Men desiring to go into manufacturing) in- 
dustfies should be induced to come to St. Louis. 
Energée.ic and capable young men should be en- 
couraged to undertake me=ufacturing enterprises. 
All that St. Louis has gained has been won by the 
application of the energy, industr: and ability of 
struggling young men to industrial and com- 
mercial ventures. What has been done must be 
repeated on a larger scale to meet the expansive 
demands of the greater city. Ways to success 
which will contribute to the city’s growth should 
be opened for ambitious and active young men. 

Money is required for these tasks. It is need- 
ed to supply information, for publicity, to turn 
the scale of indueement for those seeking loca- 
tions, to help young industries. Wisely expended, 
the $500,000 which Mr. Brown suggested as the 
sum to be raised; would be a valuable, indeed, a 
necessary factor in the expansion movement. It is 
not too. large for the expenses of a movement of 
that kind in this city. Thé money should be 
raised and active work begun. 
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We Indulge the hoe that the Star will continue 
its “Confessions of a Newspaper Failure.” Nothing 
quite so diverting as the ingenuous admission of 
its editor that his newspaper is “rotten” has ever 
been printed.

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THE PAYNE LAW IN OPERATION. 

Great is the Payne tariff act! The stand-pat 
organs are singing its virtues anew. Since July i 
the receipts from customs have exceeded those of 
’the corresponding period last year by $23,376,000. 
So gratifying is this that the Republicans predict 
the treasury deficit for the current fiscal year will 
be only $70,000,000, which is $28,000,000 lower than 
it was last year. 

It requires - splendid imagination to find in this 
st.owinz anytnoir.g taat is gratifying. Certainly the 
‘figures. tell nothimg gt all of the revenue-predn-; 
cing qualities of the new tariff law. The repoft of 
the Treasury Department covers two months -un- 
der the Dingley law and less than that under the 
Payne law. There were two causes for unusually 
large importations—to dodge the particular extor- 

uns of the ncw law and * particular extortions 
of the old. 

Nothing is mofe absurd than to credit the Payne 
law with revenue-producing qualities. If it has 
any virtues of that kind, they are the result of 
error on the part of its makers. Senator Smoot 
inge@@gously remarked that the purpose was to 
curtail portatioſs. The corporation tax was a 
confession that the law would curtail importations 
and impair revenue. Why should we expect any- 
thing more of it? The Dingley law was a miser- 
able failure as a revenue producer. In times of 
unexampled prosperity it left the Government with 
a deficit in- six of the 12 years it was in opera- 
tion. The rates of the Payne law not only aver- 
age higher, but in it are new features which in- 
vite trade wars. These promise results as disas- 
trous to the revenue as to our foreign trade. More 
will be known of the efficiency of the Payne law 
a°yearfrom now. Only a part of it has gone into 


effect as yet.
